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3. Although it does not appear in the -weekly reports these are 
busy times for SIC. Last -week the Special NPIC and CPO&O/ACO vere in 
session. Today, vhile CPO&O/ACQ continues tv* more begin — the CT 
and China Pam. With reference to the special NPIC course the concluding 
two weeks confirmed the initial staff impression — it probably was 
not worth the effort because of the generally low-level and caliber of 
the students involved. The general feeling was that the group simply 
did not benefit appreciably from the instruction. 


k. Pursuant to BTR’s suggestion I have talked with Mrs. Newhart 
of Department of State about possible participation in State's orienta- 
tion for new employees. This course, run once a month, is apparently 
for all new State employees with the exception of State's JOTs. It 
can, and does, run from FSR-Is to FSS-lOs, and includes also all those 
entering on duty in the Department in Washington. I have tentatively 
promised to give it a try in January. 

5, With reference to State's JOTs I feel that the program which 
IS and SIC ran for them last week, at Langley, was probably a useful 
effort — particularly in terms of our demonstrating our reasonable 
intentions to cooperate. They are stiU urging that a spot on the 
clandestine services be included and I, for one, tend to agree with 
them. These young people — most of whom will have immediate over- 
seas assignments -- already have some misconceptions about the role of 
the DDP (as evidenced in certain questions) and I believe that this*, 
would be an opportunity to exorcise a few of the more serious onesZ' 
The final question addressed to me (which I ducked!) was, "Would you 
please list and discuss the major weaknesses in CIA."
